George Hamilton, Edward 
Clavering , John Janes Jellens, Daniel Frafer, William 
Conolly, Ja. Sparks, Charles Gordon, Angus Macdo- 
nald, James Mayne, Benjamin Mafon, and William 
Demptey, who were ordered for Execution that Day, 
(William Crosby,an Irifhman, of Colonel, Townley’s Re- 
giment, and William Barclay of Col. Grant’s, having 
been reprieved) were brought from the Caftle in three 
Sledges ; But as they were coming down Caftlegate, Mr. 
Duet, one of his Majefty’s Meffengets, brought ‘a Re- 
prieve for John James Teiléas who was immediately 
taken out of the Sledge, and carried back to the Ca 
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ilton, Clavering, Frafer and. Gordon, were in the 
; Mafon, Mayne, Conolly, and Dempfey, in the fe- 
nd ; Macdonald and Sparks in che laft.' They were 
garded by the Duke of Montague’s Horfe to the Place 
Execution, which was corded round, part of the 
roopers on Foot within the Line, and the reft on Horfe- 
k without. 
When they came there,they walked up to the Gallows, 
ithout the leatt Concern ; where they prayed very de- 
tly: After which Captain Hamilton mounted the 
ladder firtt, Frafer the next, and the reft in Order. When 
y had been fome Time upon the Scaffold, feveral Pa- 
ts Were difperfed by Clavering, Mayne, and Mafon, 
which were immediately gathered up and given to the 
Under-Sheriff. After which he called them over Man 
iy Man, and toldthem, He hoped they were fenjible of the 
ime they faffered for ; to which Mayne and Mafon re- 
flied, “They were content to die for the Caufe 
*they had cngaged in, and died in Charity with all 
“Men.” And one of them faid, “ He died becaufe his 
*K——g was not on the T—e. Captain Hamilton 
fid nothing at the Gallows; but behaved with great De- 


qency. 
"After halfan Hour fpent in Prayer, with the Rev. Mr. 
ftty, Ordinary of the Caitle, they were all tied up; and 
te Boards of the Scaffolding (under the Gallows) which 
they ftood upon, were drawn away. When tucy had 
hung ten Minates, the Executioner cut them down, laid 
heir Bodies on a Stage built for chat Purpofe, and ftrip- 
ped them nakcd. Capt. Hamilton was the firft whofe 
Heart was taken out, which the Executioner threw into 
the Fire crying out, Gentlemen, behold the Heart of a Trai- 
wr. When he came to the laft Man, which was Fra- 
fer, he taid, Gentlemen, bebold the Heart of the laft Trai- 
wr, God fave King Ge.rge. Upon which the Spectators 
give a loud Huzzi. Then he fcor’d each of their Arms 
and Legs, but did pot cut them off, crying, Good People, 
behold rhe four Quarters of a Traitor ; and when he had 
fnifhed that Part of the Operation, he chopped off their 
Heads, beginning with Frafer, and ending with Hamil- 


ton, which finifhed the Exccution. The whole was con- 


oo throughout with the utmoit Decency and good 
er. 

Mafon often called upon Capt. Himilton.to avow the 
Caufe for which they fuffered, buc the Captain did not 
make him any Antwer.
